The McGill Contingent, C.O.T.C., 
was inspected last night by the In 
spector-Gcncral, Canadian Militia, Lt. 
Gen. Sir Henry Burstall, K.C.B., 
K.C.M.G., A.D.C. He was accom- 
panied in his inspection by Brig-Gen 
Charles J. Armstrong. C.B., C.M.G., 
G.O.C. Military District No. 4. In 
a short address after the Inspection, 
General Burstall spoke of the splendid 
war record of McGill and how the 
various McGill units were entirely 
formed from ex-students of the Uni 
vcrsity. He laid he was very pleased 
to sec the large turnout of the con 
tingent. He realized the difficulty in- 
volved of training in the limited quar- 
ters.' which were available for the con- 
tingent. 

General Sir Arthur W. Curric, 
K .C.B.. K.C.M.G., the honorary 
colonel of the contingent, was present 
and took great interest in the train 
ing. Several of the ex-officers of the 
contingent were also in attendance af- 
ter the inspection, among 'them beii>' 
Lt.-Col. Robert Starke, Major Mac 
Kcrgow, and Major P. E. Nobbs. 

After the actual inspection the con 
tingent proceeded with ordinary train 
ing, —in which .the Inspector-General, 
General Armstrong, and the members 
of their staffs took great interest. 

After the inspection the C.O.T.C. 
paraded to the Union, where they en- 
joyed an excellent smoker, a fitting 
wind-up for a successful year.

Psychological Society Now a 
Reality at McGill 



ALL ENTHUSIASTIC 



Preparations Under Way for 
Next Year 



At a meeting held yesterday in 
Strathcona Hall, the foundation was 
laid for a Psychological Society at" 
McGill. This is a much-needed insti- 
tution, considering the increasing in- 
terest in that branch of Science and 
the rapid strides it has made within 
the last few years. 

LeMcssurier opened the meeting 
with a few remarks,, stating what an 
opportune time t'his was for the form- 
ation of such a society and that to 
have it in good working order next 
year officers would have to be elected 
this spring. Professor Tait then ad- 
dressed the gathering and said that 
considering the time of the year, it 
was the most enthusiastic turn-out he 
had seen for the formation of a so- 
ciety. He went on to say that the 
field of Pvychology -was very varied 
and that it had 'much outgrown the 
position given it in philosophical 
study. The most important are not 
the natural resources, but the human 
resources. Psychology is related to 
Medicine, to Education, for new meth- 
ods' of education are dependent upon 
it; to Economics, for tbe s lving of 
problems; to Busmess, and thi other 
sciences. The function of the society, 
would be to -permit of discussions of 
an informal nature that could not be 
worked into a curriculum. In dosing. 
Professor Tait expressed the belief 
that the Psychological Society would 
be one of the strong societies at Mc- 
Gill. 

The business of electing officers was 
then brought forward, and resulted as 
follows: 

Honorary President — Professor Tait. 
President— H. F. Hall. 
Vice-president — Miss R. Contant, B.A. 
Stc.-Trcas. — D. H. Woodhouse. 
Executive — 4th year, Mil's 7.. Slack; 

3rd year, E R. Alexander. 
Representative from Medical Society 
—Otto Klineberg, M.A. 
For the executive it was decided to 
have one representative from each of 
the second, third and fourth years, 
and sinCc the Medical Society was 
closely allied to the Psychological So- 
ciety to have it represented by one 
member. 

The first meeting of the executive 
has been called for Thursday at 5 
o'clock in Strathcona Hall. The con- 
stitution will be drawn up and next 
"car's program arranged for. 

Much credit is due to Ralph LeMcs- 
surier, who has worked very hard to 
bring about the formation of this so- 
ciety, and although leaving McGill 
this year he will keep in touch with 
the members at all times and will help 
it to the best of his ability.

If the ability 'to entertain a critical 
audience for nearly two hours and to 
send .it away enthusiastic is any jus- 
tification of a club's existence, the Mc- 
Gill Glee Club demonstrated last night 
in no uncertain manner that it is.' en- 
titled to be recognized as one of the 
most notable student organizations. 
- The concert which was given last 
evening in. the Convocation Hall of 
the R.V.C. by the Glee Club, assisted 
by the McGill Students' Orchestra 
and by soloists.', was in every way a 
success; and the frequent prolonged 
applause testified to the appreciation 
of the audience. 

The program was opened by the 
rendering of the college hymn, Hail 
Alma Mater, in the second verse of 
which /he audience joined heartily. 
The familiar melody has rolled forth 
upon many a solemn occa-ion, but 
upon none, one may venture to say, 
has it been sung more feelingly and 
with a more fitting regard for beauty 
of tone and melody. 

'Haydn's well known "Menuet", 
from the Military Symphony, was 
played by the orchestra as the sec- 
ond item upon tbe program. It is an 
entrancing movement on which the 
stately martial motif characteristic of 
the whole symphony forms' an under- 
tone to the sprightly air in the delicate 
time 'of the minuet. Thc.piece offered 
an opportunity for some clever or- 
chestration, and dearly demonstrated 
the ability of the players. 

The enthusiastic applause which 
greeted the part songs that now fol- 
lowed by the Glee Club indicated the 
■popularity of this type of singing and 
that the performer;' had made a decid- 
ed hit. The first two numbers which 
were rendored were Granville Ban- 
tock's rousing Cavalier riding song, 
Boot and Saddle, and the ever beauti- 
ful Annie Laurie. These two numbers 
were well chosen, and coming so close

McGill Representatives to Be 
There 



One-twelfth of a second is the mini- 
mum time required for the transmis- 
sion of an order from the mind to 
the muscles, according to a prominent 
psychologist before the Academy of 
Sciences in .France. 



Seven colleges will be represented 
at the intercollegiate conference ar- 
ranged by the Dartmouth Christian 
Association and the Wheelock Club, 
to be held in Hanover March 24 and 
25. Harvard, M.I.T., McGill, New 
Hampshire State, Middlebury, Nor- 
wich, and the University of Vermont 
have accepted the invitation to the 
conference. 

The purpose of the convention is to 
ascertain just what the various organ- 
izations in the colleges are doing to 
induce students to enter Christian 
professions as life-work, and to aid 
each other in furthering this work. 

The firi-t meeting will be held Fri- 
day evening at Moose Cabin. The 
Outing Club will serve a 'supper to the 
delegates, which will be followed by 
a general discussion on the topic "The 
Outlook for the Christian Professions 
in the Colleges." The leader of this 
meeting will be the Rev. Roy B. 
Chamberlain of the Church of Christ 
at Dartmouth College. 

The following morning there will be 
another discussion on the ministry. 
The leader will be the Rev. Carl 
Skinner of Canaan, Connecticut. The 
latter- part of the morning /will be 
taken up in round-table discussion on 
"Association Work," with Mr. Clif- 
ford K. Brown as leader. 

The activities for the afternoon will 
consist in a conference on "Oppor- 
tunities 1 for Service in Foreign Fields." 
The Rev. Mr. W. T. Locke, who is 
connected with the work of the Pres- 
byterian Board in China, will preside 
at this meeting. 

After supper the closing meeting of 
the conference will be held on the 
subject "How Can We Get More of 
the Strongest Men in College to Rec- 
ognize and Accept the Challenge for 
Service in the Christian Professions?" 
The Rev. John Dallas of Hanover will 
be in charge. All of thfi'c meetings 
will be. open to the undergraduates. — 
The Dartmouth.

N.Y. STATE PROPOSES 
NEW DANCING LAW 

The creation of a State Public 
Amusement Commission, with power 
to regulate dancing* is proposed in a 
bill introduced in the New York State 
Legislature by Assemblyman William 
Duke, jr., of Allegany. The bill car- 
ries an . appropriation of $20,000 for 
the commission's expenses. 

Jazz dancing, hugging, check-to- 
chcek dancing, neck-hold dancing and 
all classe;.' of suggestive dances are 
sought to be banned by the. bill. 
Dancing under soft dim lights is spe- 
cifically forbidden by the bill, which 
also 'has the unique distinction of con- 
taining pictorial illustrations of "prop- 
er dancing.'' 

The bill déscribes.' the proper meth- 
od in this fashion: The man places his 
arm lightly about his partner's waist, 
his hand resting gently on her back 
just above the Waist line. The man's 
partner should rest her left hand light- 
ly on the man's right shoulder and 
her right Hand should rest lightly ih 
his left hand. At no time, the bill 
says, should the dancers fail to keep 
their bodies or faces apart. 

Sunday dancing is sought ' to be' 
prohibited and no unmarried pcrsoti 
under seventeen years of age would 
be permitted to attend a public dance 
unless accompanied by one parent. 

The bill -would also set up the time 
measure for certain dances as follows: 
"Waltz, 48;. two step, 54; one step, 
66; fox trot, 43." 

Inspectors.' would be required to at- 
tend and supervise all public dariccs.

EXTREMES 

From time immemorial those col- 
lege students who have devoted them- 
selves exclusively to study have had 
heaped upon them the derision and 
disapproval of their companions. They 
are "grinds'" in the accepted parlance 
for they emphasize the intellectual 
.sides of their lives at the éost of 
other phases. This idea has grown 
»nd has flourished until it his bi- 
corne a full-fledged undergraduate 
conviction— a condition that confers 
upon it eternal lifé. 

We use tlic term "grind" to express 
an extreme condition. Scorn is 
aroused in us when we observe a man 
warp his nature through a one-sided 
development. This at least is the 
commonly accepted version of the or- 
dinary attitude toward this species of 
student. If we arc as consistent, 
however, as logic dictates we would 
extend our aversion to the opposite 
-xlrcmc. 

Tho man ivho io'ifrx his way through 
college g«ts far greater leniency of 
judgment, than docs his antithesis. In 
fan! an adept in the art of avoiding 
work secures to a certain extent the 
adm'raticn rather than the conccmpi 
of his fchows. Even the chrome 
biinglërs and Hunkers arc toiented. 

Immunity is also accorded to an- 
other type cf the study-dodg:r, the 
man whose Campus activities make 
him too busy to be bothered with 
study. This kind of individual plunges 
headlong into extra-curricular work 
and supports' the various activities 
more or less loyally to the ultimate 
detriment of his studies. Then when 
the final 'grades appear he enjoys the 
satisfaction of measuring the extent 
of his services', to Alma Mater by the 
number of courses he has flunked 
Him the student body acquits without 
a trial. 

Dut when the cards arc all on the 
table the inveterate loafer, the rah-rah 
boy, and the too-busy man should 
most assuredly be classified in thé 
same category as the much discussed 
grind. Equally with him they dc^ 
serve the disapprobation of the entire 
University. And until we will be 
fair minded and cease to look with 
contempt upon the perpetual inhabi- 
tant of the library stacks we cannot 
wtih consistency acquit those others 
who go to the opposite extreme and 
make activities their sole aim —unless 
we admit our aversion to book-worms 
to be nothing more than pure jealousy. 

Perhaps some day the "grind" type 
will learn that the facts which their 
labors have put into their storehouse 
minds arc not the attributes' of the 
truly educated man hut rather only 
tin* leaves of the throo which is cul- 
ture. Perhaps also at some future 
time Columbia will' put its students 
under a restrictive point system for 
sstra-ctirriciiiar activities But until 
this Utopia arrives' the existence of 
the two extreme typos is inevitable and 
judgment of thesi men must be tem- 
pered on both sides equally with a 
liberal measure of consistency. — Col- 
umbia Spectator.

LECTURE ON ISOTOPES 
BY OR, F. W. A TSON

Women arc no longer branded as 
failures if at the c'nd Of four years 
of college training they aré married 
and, in consequence, devote thé great- 
er part of their energy to the homely, 
domestic tasks. Rather we are slow, 
ly coming to sec that a college educa- 
tion in somè degree fails of its purpose 
if the women who arc graduàtèd are 
not able to apply themselves with 
greater agility to the sewing oh of 
buttons and to thé baking of bread 

Every dây the services of women 
arc being solicited in fields which a 
few years ago, were unknown to Wo 
men. They are making progress in 
scientific research, they are competing 
with men in the majority of profes 
sions' and in business; and now they 
are recognized as superior aestheti- 
cally as well as intellectually.— Dally 
Iowan.

. Berkeley, Calif.— Observations to 
test thé validity of the Einstein the- 
ory of relativity are to be made by the 
University at the "Ninety Milè Bcâch" 
in Australia during -the total eclipse 
of -the sUii oh September 24. The ex- 
pédition is made possible by a gift of 
$7,000 by William H. Crocker, for 
many years a member of t'he Board of 
Regents, 

Present plans provide Tor a prelim- 
inary observing program of nine 
weeks' duration, to bè conducted at 
Tahiti by R. J, Trumplcr,' ' assistant 
astronomer in the Lick Observatory, 
to be followed by actual observations 
of the eclipse uhdèr W. W. Campbell, 
astrohomér and director of the Lick 
Observatory. 

British to Make Expedition 

The narrow path of the eclipse will 
begin near Abyssinia, extend easterly 
over thé Màldivc Islands, over Christ 
mas Island (south of Java) enter thé 
northwest coast of Australia oh the 
"Ninety Mile Btach ," across Australia, 
and cud hear New Zealand. British 
Astronomical societies are sending ah 
expedition, with chief purpose to test 
the celebrated Einstein -tliebry: 

The northwest coast of Australia is, 
astronomically^ the best placé from 
which to observe "the eclipse. Thè 
dttratloii of totality is there the long- 
est, and weather conditions are ex- 
ceptionally favorable: Thé British 
party decided in favor of Christmas 
weather conditions, becàUsè they re- 
garded the "Ninety Mile Beach" as 
hopelessly inaccessible. 
Australian Authorities Co-bperatë 
Because of the importance of the 
Einstein tests, and of the promising 
conditions at the ''Ninety Mile Beach" 
Dr. Carnpbéll had hoped to send a 
small icxpedition to that point, since 
ho other American expedition was iii 
prospect. He received the immediate 
co-operation of Australia astronomers 
ànd the Australian government and 
navy, who have agreed to provide a 
ship to assist in the necessary naviga- 
tion about Australia, including facili- 
ties for landing and re-embarking. 
Accordingly, University authorities 
decided to enlarge their plan-;, and 
organize a more expensive expedition, 
.vdHhy of thé assistante supplied by 
the Australian govcrnnicnt. 

According to Dr. Campbell, it is 
necessary to conduct a scries of prb- 
iiniiriâry night investigations, for twb 
ôr three hionths bèforé *hé èelipst

WHAT HUMANITY ASKS 
O F THE THEATRE 

The poetic drama docs not present 
people as they arc nor yet an illusion 
of people as they are. It does not 
give the literal transcript from reality, 
which is the special gift of Mr. Gals 
worthy, nor the abridged and modi 
fied transcript by which Ibsen creates 
'his illusion, It shows such persons 
as never existed talking as no human 
being ever talked; and, wihether t'hey 
talk in vcrse : like the persons' of Web 
stcr and Shakespeare or i 
rhythmical prose like the persons oi 
Mr. Claudel, the effect is the same 
they are idealizations of what is im 
they are idealizations of whit is im 
portant in it. Mr. Shaw, hard-driven 
to account for one of the characters 
in Man and Superman, said: "Every 
woman." It may ihavc been a pity he 
did not make Anne, and the rest of 
the abstractions who surround her, 
talk in verse. For verse is a method, 
and a method commonly understood, 
of proclaiming that one's représenta 
tions are ideally, not literally, true 
to life. Thus the adoption of verse, 
or of some equivalent of it, is a mat- 
ter of the first importance', of far 
more than merely technical import 
ançe. A preponderance at any time, 
or even a large number, of plays in 



THE FOURTH ESTATE 

It is gratifying to hear so distin 
guished an authority as Mr. Christo- 
pher Morlcy pleading with an audi- 
ence to cast aside an all too common 
attitude toward newspapers and news 
papcrmcn— an attitude which asserts 
that newspapers arc not to bîe trusted, 
with a corollary that the newspaper- 
men are scarcely removed from the 
lower types of life. Such a defene 
is called for, to combat an uninformed 
prejudice. 

Newspapermen themselves are the 
first to admit, with chagrin, that many 
a paper in this country is no credit to 
the profession and is' a reflection on 
the discrimination of those' who ab- 
sorb the fumes of yellow journalism 
through its columns. But, as Mr, 
Morley declared with great sincerity, 
there is a sound group in the profes 
sion.who are trying to combat hectic 
journalism ' by putting before the pub- 
lic news that is more than a chrouo 
logical record of crimes of violence, 
divorce odors, and all the rest of the 
story of human weakness. The great 
.struggle now on between the two 
kinds of journalism— the yellow and 
the white — can end only onic way 
when the mass. of people discourage 
newspapermen who are honest and 
anxious for the welfare of their craft. 

The sensational paper caters to a 
demand for vivid and sketchy stories' 
of the national lite. The saner news- 
paper is not so dedicated. Sound 
journalism needs to have its friends 
behind it to aid in the fight against 
the debauched fraction of the press. — 
The .Dartmouth.

We 
may be "the future reulers of tho 
world" and all of that, but wc havo 
not proved that we have the reins 
yet, nor havo we given cause to mnke 
the world think lhat we could rule if 
the job were thrown on us in the im 
mediate future. 

It it time that we realized our pos 
ition, and Tccognized what function 
wo are playing in the schenio of 
affuirs.
